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COMING EXHIBITIONS 



DURING April, the thirtieth 
annual architectural exhibition 
will be shown. This exhibition 
is under the joint management of the 
three organizations, The Chicago Arch- 
itectural Club, The Illinois Society of 
Architects and the Illinois chapter of 
the American Institute of Architects, 
with the cooperation of the Art Institute. 
The display will include exhibits 
illustrative of architecture and the allied 
arts. A feature of the exhibition will 
be the loan collection of furnishings, such 
as rare tapestries, rugs, and similar ob- 
jects of artistic value. These articles 
will be installed among the other ex- 
hibits in such a way as best to contribute 
to the general scheme of arrangement. 



They will be lent from the homes of 
Chicago collectors. The effect of an 
Italian garden, at the entrance to the 
exhibition, will form an attractive note. 

On March 26 an exhibition of works 
by Adolph Monticelli was hung. 

During the period from May 1 to 
May 29, there will be an exhibition of 
paintings by Ignacio Zuloaga. Three ex- 
hibitions will be current from May 4 
until June 11. These will comprise the 
annual exhibition of American water 
colors, pastels, and miniatures, including 
the "rotary exhibition" of the American 
Water Color Society; an exhibition of 
paintings by DeWitt Parshall ; and the 
annual exhibition of the Art Students' 
League of Chicago.
